The 1952-53 crop year, which 
started August 1, 1952 and ended 
July 31, 1953, has just terminated. 
It has been one of the most re- 
markable years in the whole history 
of prairie agriculture. A number of 
records have been broken. 

First we had the exceedingly large 
1952 yield per acre and total pro- 
duction of wheat. There were rec- 
ords made here. 

Next came the astonishingly 
large deliveries by prairie farmers 
from their farms to country eleva- 
tors, consisting of 811.4 million 
bushels of all grains, including 522 
million bushels of wheat alone. 

Folowing this came the large 
Shipments of Canadian grains 
overseas and to the US. — 578 
million bushels of all grains, includ- 
ing 381 million bushes of wheat and 
flour alone, which enabled Canada 
to regain her old-time title of the 
world’s greattest exporter of wheat 
and flour. 

All this speaks well for the ef- 
ficient manner in which this rec- 

| ord 1952 crop, the result of the un- 

expected bounty of nature, has 

| been handled by farmers, by coun- 
try elevators, by railroads, by ter- 
minal elevators, by lake and ocean 
shipping vessels, by the Board of 
Grain Commissioners, by the Wheat 
Board and by grain merchants 
selling to the markets of the world; 

and illustrates also, how the initia- 
tive, ingenuity and enterprise of 

Canadians can rise to the occasion 
when needs be.
